INSTRUCTIONS  CONCERNING  MEAT  INSPECTION. 

Marking  Sausage. 

Referring  to  the  item  entitled  "Marking  sausage,"  in  Service  Announcements  for 
June,  1913,  page  53,  attention  is  called  to  the  fact  that  the  same  applies  to  all  sausage 
in  casings,  except  fresh  pork  sausage  and  fresh  pork  and  beef  sausage  placed  in  car- 
tons properly  marked  with  the  inspection  legend. 

Meat-Inspection  Reports. 

Many  of  the  meat  inspection  reports  received  from  the  stations  are  not  initialed  by 
the  employees  preparing  them.  All  reports,  except  those  made  out  by  the  person 
whose  signature  they  bear,  should  be  initialed  in  the  upper  left-hand  corner  by  the 
employee  who  prepares  them,  and  if  reviewed  by  a  second  employee  his  initials 
should  appear  below  those  of  the  employee  who  prepared  them.  Inspectors  in  charge 
are  directed  to  see  that  these  instructions  are  strictly  enforced. 

In  preparing  the  monthly  M.  I.  Forms  109,  110,  114,  and  130,  entries  should  be 
made  only  for  the  dates  when  work  was  performed.  It  is  not  necessary  or  desirable 
that  the  other  squares  on  the  form  be  filled  in  with  ciphers,  dashes,  or  other  arbitrary 
symbols  to  show  absence  of  work  performed  or  product  prepared. 

A  supply  of  new  forms  (M.  I.  Form  151)  will  be  forwarded  for  the  purpose  of  making- 
monthly  reports  on  the  branding  of  meat  and  meat  food  products.     A  separate  report 
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for  each  establishment,  signed  by  the  inspector  in  charge,  should  be  made  on  the 
first  day  of  each  month  for  the  preceding  month,  and  care  should  be  exercised  in 
filling  in  all  blank  spaces  correctly.  Under  the  heading  "Dry  sausage"  should 
be  included  all  sausages  except  fresh  pork,  and  fresh  pork  and  beef  sausage.  All 
explanations  and  remarks  should  be  made  on  the  reverse  side  of  the  sheet.

SUBSTANCES    PERMITTED    FOB    OFFICIAL    DIPPING    OF     SHEEP. 

The  use  of  the  following-named  substance  is  permitted  by  the  department  in  the 
official  dipping  of  sheep  for  scabies: 

"Mulsol,"  a  coal-tar  creosote  dip,  manufactured  by  Samuel  Cabot  (Inc.),  Boston, 
Mass.     Dilution  permitted.  1  gallon  to  not  more  than  66  gallons  of  water. 

Correction. 

In  Service  Announcements  for  May  15, 1913,  page47,  under  the  heading  "  Substances 
permitted  for  official  dipping  of  sheep,"  the  name  ''Perfection  Sheep  Dip"  should 
read  "Perfection  Sheep  Dip  No.  1."  The  last  paragraph  as  corrected  should  therefore 
read  as  follows:

Instructions  Regarding  Use  of  Forms,  Etc. 

The  following  letter  has  been  forwarded  to  practicing  veterinarians  who  are  registered 
with  the  bureau  and  thus  authorized  to  apply  the  mallein  test  to  horse  stock  intended 
for  export  to  Canada: 

Within  a  few  days  there  will  be  forwarded  to  your  address  one  book,  Q.  D.  Form  20, 
altered  in  such  manner  as  to  provide  for  the  issuance  of  certificates  in  duplicate. 

After  the  receipt  of  above  book  you  will,  in  applying  the  mallein  test  to  horse  stock 
intended  for  shipment  to  Canada,  please  fill  in  the  form,  invariably  using  a  carbon 
paper  for  the  duplicate,  and  mail  both  copies  to  the  nearest  bureau  inspector  for  his 
indorsement  in  accordance  with  the  usual  custom  in  the  use  of  the  single  form. 

You  are  further  directed  to  notify  the  bureau  inspector,  at  the  time  of  mailing  the 
certificate,  concerning  the  Canadian  port  through  which  the  animals  are  to  enter,  in 
order  that  he  may  forward  to  the  Canadian  veterinarv  inspector  at  such  point  the 
duplicate  Q.  D.  Form  20. 

The  original  certificate  will,  after  indorsement,  be  returned  to  you  for  attachment 
to  the  waybill  when  the  animals  are  shipped . 

You  will  please  continue  to  submit  a  Q.  D.  Form  24  report  with  the  certificate,  and 
be  otherwise  guided  as  previously  directed  in  your  letter  of  registration.

Upon  receipt  of  book  of  altered  Q.  I).  Form  20,  you  will  please  return  to  the  bureau 
all  Forms  20  now  in  your  possession,  and  forward  a  letter  of  transmittal  with  same 
advising  also  if  these  instructions  are  thoroughly  understood. 

Failure  to  return  such  forms  as  indicated  above  will  lead  to  the  conclusion  that  a 
registered  veterinarian  has  either  changed  his  address,  or  is  indifferent  to  this  work, 
and  will  result  in  removal  of  his  name  from  the  list. 

The  issuance  of  Q.  I).  Forms  20  in  duplicate  has  been  considered  advisable  owing 
to  complaints  that  the  single  form  has  frequently  been  lost  from  the  waybill,  thus 
requiring  detention  of  the  animals  at  the  port  of  entry  and  retesting  by  a  Canadian 
inspector. 

Bureau  inspectors  authorized  to  apply  the  tuberculin  and  mallein  test  in  the  case  of 
cattle  and  horses  for  shipment  to  Canada  and  to  indorse  the  mallein  test  charts  of 
registered  veterinarians  will,  before  indorsing  Q.  D.  Form  20,  require  registered  veteri- 
narians to  state  the  Canadian  port  through  which  the  animals  described  upon  the  chart 
are  to  enter  Canada.  After  indorsing  both  the  original  and  duplicate,  the  former 
should  be  returned  to  the  registered  veterinarian  who  has  applied  the  test  in  order  that 
it  may  accompany  the  animals  to  the  border.  The  duplicate  should  be  mailed  to  the 
Canadian  veterinary  inspector  at  the  port  of  entry. 

Altered  Q.  D.  Forms  20,  providing  for  the  issuance  of  duplicate  certificates,  have 
been  forwarded  to  bureau  inspectors  in  charge  who  are  on  the  list  of  those  authorized 
to  apply  tests  for  Canadian  shipment  and  indorse  mallein  test  charts  of  registered 
veterinarians.  Inspectors  should  promptly  return  to  the  bureau  all  Q.  D.  Forms  20  in 
their  possession  which  have  not  been  changed  to  provide  for  issuance  in  duplicate.

Great  care  must  be 
exercised,  however,  to  prevent  confusion  in  the  symbols  used. 

There  are  other  projects  conducted  by  the  bureau  which  are  not  indicated  above, 
but  excepting  in  a  few  instances  such  work  relates  to  the  Washington  force.  In  case 
employees  outside  of  Washington  are  in  doubt  as  to  what  particular  project  their 
work  is  properly  chargeable,  further  information  should  be  obtained  from  the  bureau. 


INSTRUCTIONS  REGARDING  ACCOUNTS. 

Under  the  new  system  of  accounting  which  was  installed  on  July  1,  1913,  the  work 
of  auditing  salary  and  reimbursement  accounts  and  other  vouchers  will  be  done  in 
the  Office  of  Accounts  of  this  bureau  instead  of  by  the  disbursing  clerk  of  the  depart- 
ment as  heretofore.  Communications  relative  to  such  matters  should  hereafter  be 
addressed  to  the  chief  of  the  bureau. 

Object  of  Travel  Must  be  Shown  on  Abstracts  of  Travel  Accounts. 

The  duties  performed  in  connection  with  all  travel  should  be  indicated  in  the  proper 
place  on  the  abstract,  Form  T-9,  over  the  autograph  signature  of  the  traveler,  in 
accordance  with  the  instructions  in  Service  Announcements  of  January  15,  1913, 
page  6.  The  statement  should  be  in  sufficient  detail  to  show  the  explicit  object  of 
travel  to  the  more  important  points  visited  during  the  period  covered  by  the  account. 
Attendance  at  meetings  must  be  clearly  indicated,  the  place  and  date  of  the  meeting 
as  well  as  the  name  of  the  organization  holding  same  being  given. 


Initials  of  Railroads  Must  be  Shown. 

Employees  who  travel  must  show  in  their  accounts  the  initials  of  railroads,  inter- 
urban  trolley  lines,  or  steamboat  lines  over  which  travel  is  made;  also  the  names  of 
the  starting  points  and  destinations  and  the  States  in  which  they  are  located.  To 
illustrate:  "Railroad  fare  Chicago,  111.,  to  Clinton,  111.,  via  I.  C.  Ry."  This  informa- 
tion should  be  given  on  the  reports  of  mileage  and  scrip  used,  Form  T-12,  as  well  as 
in  the  reimbursement  accounts. 
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Laundry  Charges. 

Paragraph  9  (o)  of  the  fiscal  regulations  provides  for  the  reimbursement  of  charges 
for  laundry  at  official  headquarters  at  the  termination  of  a  trip  to  cover  laundry  soiled 
on  the  trip.  In  claiming  such  charges  employees  should  invariably  indicate  with 
inclusive  dates  the  period  covered  by  the  charges  and  submit  laundry  tickets,  bills, 
or  subvouchers.  The  bureau  considers  that  it  is  practicable  ordinarily  to  submit 
tickets  or  subvouchers  for  laundry  expense  incurred  at  an  official  station,  and  that 
when  it  is  not  practicable  the  reasons  therefor  should  be  stated  in  the  account. 


FEDERAL  EMPLOYEES  AND  JURY  SERVICE. 

As  inquiries  are  often  received  as  to  the  eligibility  or  liability  of  bureau  employees 
for  jury  service  in  county,  State,  or  Federal  courts,  this  question  was  submitted  to 
the  Solicitor  of  the  department,  who  states  that  employees  of  the  department  when 
summoned  to  serve  as  jurors  have  been  uniformly  excused  on  explanation  to  the  court 
that  they  are  employees  of  the  United  States  and  that  their  duties  as  such  employees 
will  not  permit  of  their  service  as  jurors.  With  regard  to  the  State  of  Texas,  article 
3142  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  Texas  (1895)  exempts  from  jury  service  all  civil  officers 
of  the  United  States.
